I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1952. 
There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  from  the 
7th  November,  1952,  lasting  until  the  26th  December,  1952.  It 
was  comparitively  mild  only  38  ohildren  being  affected. 

The  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  I  am 
glad  to  report,  is  better.  Some  25  children  under  1  year  being 
immunised  out  of  a  birth  rate  of  44  -  this  should  be  improved. 

The  water  supply  is  working  satisfactorily, 
and  the  sewerage  works  can  adequately  cope  with  the  demand. 

On  the  whole,  in  my  opinion,  it  has  been 

a  satisfactory  yeaf*.
